get as good an education as possible 
This is the greatest problem of the 
day and its solution can only be 
brought about by the co-operation of 
the teachers the parents ami every- 
one concerned. 

Addresses of welcome were deliver- 
ed by Alderman Jos. Adair substitu- 
tng for his ‘worship Mayor Duggan 
who was ow of the city. Wm. Rae, 
chairman of the Edmonton school 
board, J. H. Picard, chairman of the 
Separate school board. These were 
replred to by R. S Sheppard. Follo :- 
ing the introductory address by the 
‘Hon. Perrin Baker, the president H 
lL. Hur ireys who acted as #&hair- 
man of the convention de'ivered in 
uddress on the subject of “The dawn 
of a new era in schoo! curricula.”
